Heroes de lo Independencia de Mexico 


Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla, Ignacio Allende, 
Mariano Abasolo, Ignacio y Juan Aldama, Josefa 
Ortiz de Dominguez, El Pipila. 

Cuando se pasa lista de presentes de los hero¬ 
es de la patria estos nombres estarán siempre ligados 
con su movimiento de independencia, y serán record¬ 
ados con veneración en el corazón de todos los mexi¬ 
canos. 

El Cura Hidalgo estaba informado de los ac¬ 
ontecimientos de fines del siglo XVIII y principios del 
Siglo XIX. La independencia de las colonias inglesas 
de Norteamérica, la toma de la Bastilla y la Decla¬ 
ración de los Derechos de el Hombre en Francia. Es¬ 
tos acontecimientos hacian cada vez mas firme su re¬ 
solución de independizar a Mexico de España, su 
ideal de libertad era cada vez mas claro y empezó 
a conspirar, reuniéndose con personas de su absoluta 
confianza, que tomando en cuenta su gran empeño, 
sus conocimientos, su gran cultura y lo noble de sus 
pensamientos libertarios lo hicieron director del movi¬ 
miento.

Acto seguido mando avisar a los hermanos Al¬ 
dama, Ignacio Allende y Mariano Abasolo. Pocas 
horas después se lanzo a la lucha, enarbolando un 
estandarte de la Virgen de Guadalupe y al frente de 
su improvisado ejercito salió a pelear por la libertad 
de su patria. 

Ataco y venció las pequeñas guarnaciones que 
encontró a su paso; en la A lóndiga de Granaditos se 
hizo fuerte el Intendente Riaño; la Alondiaga era una 
fortaleza difícil de tomar y el fuego de la artillería 
realista hacia estargos entre las filas de los insurgentes 
que trataban de tomarla; de entre la multitud salió un 
muchacho apodado El Pipila.

En Agosto de 1935, causo gran consternación 
la trágica muerte del notable aviador Willie Post, que 
por dos veces dio la vuelta al mundo en aeroplano, y 
el popularisimo y universalmente conocido humorista, 
periodista y actor cinematográfico Will Rogers, aca¬ 
ecida el 16 de Agosto de 1935 en Point Barrow a las

Según el novelista Rex Beach, aseguro que 
Rogers tenia un seguro de vida importante dejando 
asegurada la cantidad de $500,000 dollars para cada 
uno de sus hijos, dos hombres y una virtuosa y bella 
señorita, y el resto a su esposa. El aparato era de 
diseño especial de 550 caballos y media 16 metros del 
motor a la cola.
